As botrytis 
is unknown here and the daily land and 
sea breezes keep aphids to a minimum, 
the strain is exceptionally healthy.”

OUR HARDY CAMELLIAS 


When last year we first listed a selection 
of cold-tolerant japonica camellias we 
hardly expected the enthusiastic recep- 
tion they would have. In fact, it was so 
enthusiastic that our fairly large stock 
was depleted to the point where hardly 
more than sufficient plants were left for 
propagation purposes. However, we have 
pressed on with propagation and will 
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fill orders this year to the limit of the 
available supply. But we would ask in- 
dividual customers not to order more 
than two plants at this time. We hope 
by 1959 to catch up with the demand. 
We believe this group of camellias can 
withstand winters out of doors as far 
north as Philadelphia without special 
protection. They were selected and de- 


veloped by Dr. P. W. Zimmerman of the 
Boyce Thompson Institute of Plant Re- 
search at Yonkers, N. Y., where they 
were grown out of doors with no more 
protection than a light mulch of salt 
hay and the lee of a building. 


If you live where extremely low tem- 
peratures prevail, we suggest setting the 
plants out of doors in spring or summer, 
transferring the pots indoors in Septem- 
ber. or October. 

Plants are shipped between June | and 
July 15, bare-root, protected by moist 
spaghnum in polyethylene envelopes. 
From these they can be transferred to 
clay pots or planted in the open ground. 
With each plant there are supplied with- 
out charge enough of our own special 
camellia fertilizer for one year and de- 
tailed cultural directions.

Arnold Arboretum 


ISABELLA, one of the finest of the 


late varieties, a Syringa prestoniae. 


Few of the named plant varieties in our 
gardens have more consistently main- 
tained their high place after their intro- 
duction than lilacs. The newer lilacs with 
their ever-widening range of colorings 
and form, their massive pannicles of 
flowers and varying foliage, their ex- 
tended blooming period — from late 
April to the middle of June or later— 
have all but transformed the species. 


Yet the lilac remains a shrub of com- 
paratively easy culture and fits well into 
any kind of planting scheme, from the 
modest backdoor garden to the carefully 
planned lilac walk. With moderate care 
a bush will last a generation or more, 
increasing in beauty every season and 
always accenting the return of spring. 


A word about own-rooted lilacs. Our 
lilacs are on their own roots and have 
never been on anything else. Over the 
years we have become ever more firmly 
convinced of the greater superiority of 
the own-rooted lilac over grafted or 
budded stock. An own-rooted lilac propa- 
gated from a cutting may only be nine 
inches in height after the second season 
following its propagation. It’s a time- 
consuming, tedious and costly business 
to grow lilacs that way. But it produces 
bushes with heavy root systems—bushes 
which soon overtake in size any grafted 
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or budded stock. As for the future pros- 
pects of health and thriftiness, of long 
survival and increasing floriferousness of 
own-rooted lilacs, there is no doubt. 


Lilacs can be planted both in the 
spring and autumn, although we recom- 
mend autumn planting. Lilacs will not 
thrive in heavy shade or under large 
trees or too close to a building from 
which they receive the reflecting glare of 
the summer sun or wash of rain or snow 
from the roof. But they want a site in the 
full sun, in well-prepared, well-drained 
fertile soil which is neutral or on the 
alkaline side. Bushes should be planted 
at least six feet apart and about two 
inches deeper than they were in the 
nursery. They should be well-watered, 
and watering should continue during the 
first year after planting. 


The gardener who wants his newly 
planted lilac to bloom the same season 
is doing himself and it an injustice. Give 
it an opportunity to grow on to that point 
in perfection when it is at its thriftiest 
and most beautiful. As a matter of fact, 
you simply cannot hurry a lilac, save 
that you feed and care for it so that it 
can do well for itself. Actually, most 
lilacs do not achieve their finest bloom 
until they are at least 10 years old, not 
that they may not flower satisfactorily 
long before that. To speed the process 
of “putting on years” on our lilacs so 
that they will more quickly reach their 
best stage, we prune vigorously even at 
the cost of size. Thus our 2-3’ and 3-4’ 
bushes are between three and five years 
old, and our customers of such sizes 
have a shorter time to wait before they 
see their lilacs at their best.—But if you 
are interested in complete cultural direc- 
tions for lilacs and in the where and 
why about them, write us and we will be 
glad to send you further informative 
literature on the subject. 


Lilacs have interesting historical asso- 
ciations. In many cases, the names of 
varieties, particularly the French hybrids, 
are those of great personages of our time. 
Moreover, the men who bred these lilacs 
were frequently world-renowned _horti- 
culturalists, such as the Lemoines of 
France, who in three-quarters of a cen- 
tury have introduced over 200 varieties, 
75 of which are still considered among 
the best in distribution. In the listings 
below something of the history of each 
variety, as well as a description, is given. 
It should add to the interest you will 
have in the lilacs you plant in your 
garden and increase their charm.

Have you ever tried doing this’ 


§ It is a pity to buy an expensive bulb 
of a very fine lily variety which needs 
special care and then more or less let it 
fend for itself in your garden. That’s the 
best way to lose it. 


Have you ever tried this with the 
more costly and finnicky lilies... ? Pot 
them one to a 6 to 12” clay pot in a 
mixture of equal parts of extremely 
coarse sand and crumbly leafmold, the 
mixture having been baked in your 
kitchen oven at 350° or so for an hour 
or more. Cover the pot with a strip of 
%4” hardware cloth and sink the pot in 
the ground flush with the rim. Feed 
every two weeks with 1 tablespoonful of 
fish emulsion in 1 gallon of water. 
Repot every two to three years. 


§ Imagine that you have inherited one, 
two, three or more lilac bushes with the 
place you have just bought. (This hap- 
pens so often that it requires no very 
great powers of imagination.) They are 
probably Syringa vulgaris, the common 
lilac, a lovely variety, but have been 
so neglected that they are more worry 
than pleasure even if they carry some 
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you choose.

They are most likely 
too tall, there is too much wood of 
doubtful value in them, and they have 
been allowed to make a wilderness of 
suckers. 


Have you ever tried doing this with 
such a lilac bush if it is S. vulgaris or 
you are certain that it is on its own roots 
_..? Cut it down level with the ground 
in June, saving only five of the best 
suckers reasonably close to the center 
of the bush. Do not allow any other 
suckers to develop for the next three or 
four years and top the suckers you 
have saved when they are 5’ tall. 
Seratch into the soil a few handfuls of 
lime. Feed the bush every spring with 
a liberal amount of organic fertilizer 
and each autumn with bone meal. You 
will have to wait some years before 
you get bloom on such a resurrected 
bush, but a resurrected bush it will 
indeed be—giving every evidence of 
youthful vigour and lending itself to 
the kind of judicious pruning which 
will keep it at manageable height, 
pleasant shape and optimum flowering. 
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
